PLO reportedly agrees 
to two-state coexistence

LONDON - After a series of secret 
meetings last week in Tunis. the

Steinsaltz to USSR to open yeshiva 


Talmud scholar Adin Steinsaltz 
leaves today for Moscow to establish 
“the bridgenead™ of his dual project 
to‘establish a yeshiva in the Soviet 
Union and make the vast treasures 
of Jewish sources in that country 
available in the West. 

In an interview last night with The 
Jerusalem Post, Steinsaltz said that, 
uatil Friday afternoon, be had not 
been sure that he.would be going to 
the Soviet Union. The regent poiiti- 
cal upheavals had made the climate 
more conducive for his projects. but 
they had also created an uncertain 
situation in which it was difficult to 
make official arrangements. 

Steinsaltz. who heads the Israel 


- Institute for Talmudic Publications, 

τἰς slated to deliver a public lecture

- tional Academy of Sciences. 


He will 
be ied by an international 
team, including a historian and a 


computer expert from Canada, an 
expert in medieval manuscripts 
from France, and a scholar from the 
Royal Library of Copenhagen. 

Steinsaltz expects to remain in 
Moscow and Leningrad for a fort- 
night, conducting initial surveys of 
the famed libraries and Judaica col- 
fections and making preliminary 
plans for the yeshiva, which he 
a to open in February. 

He said there were already many 
bright and enthusiastic prospective 
Students, with whom he had made 
contact during the past year. He 
foresaw two classes, each taking 
part in a three-year programme 
leading to smicha {rabbinical 
ordination). 

The proposed yeshiva will include 
practical training for its students to 
serve as rabbis. shohatim (ritual 
slaughterers) and mehalim 
(circumcisers). 

Initially, there will be teachers 
from all over the world. but the 


emphasis will be on training local 
teachers to take over. 

“This is in all of our interests, 
ours and theirs,” he said. 

As for the collections of Judaica, 
these included manuscripts from the 
famed Cairo Geniza, including one 
which possibly has Maimonides’s 
autograph. Scholars have noted, he 
said, that while the Russian Geniza 
collection was smaller than that of, 
say, Cambridge, it was more valu- 
able.

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||Seven die in bloody 
‘weekend in areas

In one of the bloodiest week- 
ends of the uprising, seven Pal- 
estinians died and over 50 were 
wounded in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. More than 200,000 
people were confined to their 
homes by curfews imposed on 
Nablus and surrounding refugee 
camps, and on five communities 
in the Strip. 

Security forces are bracing for 


fusther unrest today, when Pal-. 


estipians observe a general 
strike to mark the beginning of 
the 11th month of the uprising. 

The worst violence occurred Fri- 
day in Nablus, where troops shot 
and killed four people, the highest 
single-day death toll in six months. 
Local sources said two men were 
shot in the head by amny snipers 
during the riots. A curfew was 
clamped on the city, troops conduct- 
ed house-to-house searches and 
made arrests. OC Central Com- 
mand Alof Amram Mitzna rushed 
to the scene to debrief officers. 

Black flags flew in the city yester- 
day and scattered clashes and dem- 
onstrations were reported despite 
the curfew. Three people were 
wounded. Stores in Tulkarm, Kalki- 
lya and Jenin were shuttered in 
mourning over the deaths. 

Also Friday, a suspected ‘‘coilab- 
orator™ was found stabbed to death 


in a cave at the village of Burka— —the 
third such slaying in two days. A 
Palestinian was killed yesterday, 
and another died of wounds sus- 
tained last month. 

Referring to the rising casualty 
tolls, Defence Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin said that rioters “should suffer 
casualties and scars" in confronta- 
tions with troops. and should know 
that clashes do not end just with 
wing nein ese 

ing in Beersheba yesterday, 
Rabin said 250 Palenteians had 
been killed during the uprising, 
7,000 wounded and 18, 000 arrested, 
of whom 5,600 were still in deten- 
tion. Despite these large numbers, 
he said, the IDF had still not 
achieved its aim of restoring calm 
and ensuring the continued func- 
tioning of the military government. 
Figures kept by foreign news agen- 
cies have put the Palestinian death 
toll at more than 290. 


Friday's violence in Nablus was 
sparked by reports of the circum- 
stances of the fatal shooting of a 
Palestinian during clashes Thursday 
night, and by accounts of an earlier 
shooting incident near a mosque. 

The Palestinian killed, Adnan 
Hanfa, was shot in the stomach, and 
troops bound his hands behind his 
back. He was put into an ambulance 
bandcuffed, and died of loss of 
blood, according to local sources. 

Military sources confirmed that 
Hanfa had been handcuffed, and 
said troops bound his hands because 


they had not detected his wounds in 
the dark. When the wounds were 
discovered Hanfa was given medical 
treatment, but was kept handcuffed, 
though he should have been freed, 
the sources said. 

Earlier, troops, fired toward a 
mosque in the Ras eFEin neigh- 
bourhood when youths fled to the 
building after stoning troops. Ac- 
cording to local accounts. three peo- 
ple were wounded when the troops 
shot at the mosque and through its 
doors. which had been barricaded 
shut. Rumours said troops had en- 
tered the mosque and opened fire. 
vandalizing volumes of the Koran. 

Military sources denied that 
troops had entered the mosque. say- 
ing shots had only been fired near- 
by. To dispel tensions. the Civil Ad- 
ministration announced over 
mosque loudspeakers Friday mom- 
ing that the army had no intention of 
invading mosques or interfering 
with services, and would allow free 
access to places of prayer. 


Despite the message. riots erupt- 
ed in several neighbourhoods. and 
troops opened fire, killing four peo- 
ple and wounding 14. “The dead 
were identified as Samir Bahaloul, 
26, wounded in the head and stom- 
ach; Nidal a-Najar, 29, wounded in 
the head; Ahmad al-Masharawi, 17, 
wounded in the head and abdomen; 
and Ali a-Sayeh, shot in the chest. 
Among the wounded were a 9-year- 
old boy, who was seriously hurt in

While the capital Algiers recov- 
ered from four days of similar riots, 
groups of youths in Oran attacked 
the security forces with stones de- 
spite repeated volleys of tear gas 
and shots fired in the air to disperse 
them, witnesses said. 

Oran was already badly damaged 
__ by rioting which broke out on Fri- 
“Ὁ day. The remains of hundreds of 
burned-out cars blocked the strecis, 
according tothe witnesses who said 
shops and offices were still burning 
after being looted and torched. 

The witnesses, speaking to Al- 


τ giers by telephone. said there were 


dozens of casualties including some 
deaths in Friday's rioting. Hundreds 
of vehicles were damaged, including 
buses and official cars. 

The commercial centre of Oran 
was in ruins, with many shops and 
offices looted, including the offices 
of the national airline Air Algerie 
and the state-run tourism office. 

Riots also, broke out on Friday in 
the small towns of Sinya and Qued 


al-Jir in the Oran area. 

In Algiers, most people obeyed a 
government appeal to return to 
work, the first day of the country’s 
working week. 

But with scores of buses and other 
vehicles set ablaze on Wednesday 
and Thursday, public transport was 
imited and some could not reach 
their offices or factories. House- 
wives came out to stock up on foad- 
stuffs, wading through streets lit- 
tered with broken glass and spent 
tear gas ‘canisters. Long queues 
formed outside bakeries. 

Privately owned shops and busi- 
nesses were spared in the riots, ex- 
cept for ones dealing in luxury 


goods. 

Some shops opened on Saturday 
morning but their shutters came 
down by mid-afternoon in expecta- 
tion of demonstrations that some 
youngsters were planning in defi- 
ance of a government order banning 
public gatherings.

Strauss buried in village cemetery

in a village cemetery yesterday after 

a ceremonial day of remembrance 
‘attended by West German leaders 
. and dignitaries from abroad. 

Crowds paid their final respects 
on Friday to Strauss during a requi- 
em mass in Munich cathedral and a 
memorial service in his honour. 
. ‘He was, buried in the village of 
Rott am Inn, southeast of Munich, 
next to his wife Marianne, who died 
in 1984 after a car crash. 

Strauss, 73, died on Monday, two 
days after collapsing during a hunt. 


“He did not shy away from con- 
flict," President Richard von Weiz- 
saecker told 2,000 mourners, who 
included South African President 
P.W. Botha, making ἃ rare trip to 
Europe to honour a man who gave 
him unwavering support. 

Strauss, a member of Bonn’s first 
parliament in 1949, later served as 
defence and finance minister. 

As head of the Christian Social 
Union, the Bavarian wing of Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohi's Christian 
Democrats, he had a major influ- 
ence on the often-fractious federal 
coalition.

FOR many years, Bank Leumi was neglected 
by its owners, Otsar Hityashvut Hayehudim. 
the body which was supposed to take care of 
World Jewry's interests.

MISHA LOUVISH’S discussion of 
the problems of “ἃ secular Jew” 
(JP, October 23) reveals more prob- 
jems than he seems to realize. Time 
and again he falls victim to misinfor- 
mation and the absence of common 
knowledge. ᾿ Σ 

I do not refer to his devastating 
presentation of the anomalies be- 
tween 19th-century physics and lit- 
eral readings of the biblical texts of 
the Creation. If Mr. Louvish were to 
familiarize himself with a smattering 
of modem physics, and with Jewish 
commentaries on Genesis. his bur- 
den would be lighter. 

Neither am I concemed with Lou- 
vish’s feelings of insignificance vis-a- 
vis the Divine Being. Science fiction 
notwithstanding, Mr. Louvish and I 
are members of a species with attri- 
butes potentially more godly than 
any other as yet known in the vast- 
ness of the universe. That implies a 
bond between us and the Creator 
and, in my case, a sense of responsi- 
bility towards him.

Past attempts to set ‘up political 
parties based -on- solving “social” 
problems. have failed dismally. But 
the Gimla’im have several advan- 
tages no such ever had..The 
members’ ‘of “generation that 
founded the state” — the fighters in 
the 1948 War of Independence -- 
have reached retirement age, or are 
. approaching -it. Gefen himself be-

longs to this generation. He arrived 
as an “illegal” a few months before 
the state was founded, after helping 
other Jewish refugees reach the 
country. He worked for two years at 


Haifa Port, then joined the Foreign ' 


Ministry. 

Another factor believed to be 
working for the Gimla’im is the “ag- 
“ing” of Israel. When the state was 
; . founded, those over 65 constituted 
i, about four:per cent of the popula- 

tion. Today, that age group is nine 
per cent of. the population. This is 
according to the Government Statis- 
tical Abstract, which shows that in 
1985, about 372,000 Israelis out of a 
population of 4,233,000- were over 
65. Of these, 21,200 were above 85. 
In 1985, 12 per cent of the popula- 
tion ~ 526,000— were older than 60.

HOW DOES Gefen plan to bring 
his party to the attention of the vot- 
ers? By canvassing the grass roots. 
Thirty-seven regional branches have 
been established, but Gefen places 
his main hope on the work commit- 
tees in places of employment, many 
of whom, he says, are supportin, 
him fully. Νὰ - 

The Alignment, which controls 
many municipalities, is taking the 
Gimla’im very seriously. The Hista- 
drut, together with the municipal- 
ities, run many clubs for the elderly 
throughout the country, which have 
been closed to canvassing by the 
Gimla’im. A vote for the Gimla'im 
will mean, in general, one less vote 
for the Labour Party. 

The Likud is also casting a wary 
eye on the new party, but so far it 


i H 


has not done much about it. This is 
because the Likud, like Tehiya, is 
concentrating on capturing the 
young vote — those of military-ser- 
vice age. 

Gefen’s interest in the plight of 
the pensioners came about by 
chance. Before the 1984 elections, 
the Labour Party, of which he was 
then a staunch number, realized 
that, since he was in the retirement- 
age category, he was the right age to 
be active in mobilizing the pension- 
ers. He bamstormed the country 
with a platform promising various 
benefits for the pensioners, mainly 
in the field of their pension rights, 
though also in the field of medical 
services and retirement homes. 

Gefen claims that he was so suc- 
cessful that 40 per cent of the Align- 


ment’s vote came from the elderly, 
compared to only 10 per cent for the 
Likud. 


He says that when he asked the 
Alignment to honour its commit- 
ment, he was told: “Stop being na- 
ive! What candidate, what party, 
honours election promises?” 

So he decided to set up his own 
party, and Labour expelled him -- 
the first member thus treated since 
Ben-Gurion was expelled 23 years 
ago, also for setting up another po- 
litical party, Rafi. Gefen said: “I 
refused to return my Labour Party 
membership booklet, because it was 
signed personally by Β- Ὁ." He con- 
tinued: “I hold no grudge against 
the Labour Party. 1 am not the kind 
to seek revenge.” He promises that 
as “soon as our just demands are 
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satisfied, [ will be the first one to 
stand up and make a speech dissolv- 
ing our party. And I keep my elec- 
{ion promises.” 


AS FOR HIS CAMPAIGN strate- 
py. he believes he can persuade the 
public. that the Gimla’im are also 
concerned about national security. 
The party platform includes a line 
saying that the Gimla‘im will call for 
a referendum on “the conditions of 
peace,” believing this will pave the 
way for the Gimla’im to join a coali- 
tion with either the Alignmeat or 
the Likud. Joining any coalition will 
not stir up internal dissension in the 
party since its members represent a 
wide range of political views, from 
Mapam on the left to Tehiya on the 
Tight. “But we have no members of 
the extreme left (Communists) or 
the extreme right (Kahane).” 

Finances are the party's weakest 
point. If the party enters the Knes- 
set. Gefen does not intend to get 
“sidetracked into a dead end” by 
accepting chairmanship of the La- 
bour and Welfare Committe. He 
plans to submit once a week draft 
legislation establishing a bill of 
tights for pensioners. “Eventually,” 
he says, “it will be passed.” 

He points out that there are sever- 
al categories of pensioners in Israel. 
At the top is the “privileged™ clas. 
(retired senior civil servants, Knes- 
set Members, etc.) with pensions 
higher than the average wage. He 
adds that pensions for the privileged 
— ministers, deputy ministers. MKs, 
judges, directors-general — start at 
the equivalent of more than $1,000 a 
month. And when they die, their 
spouses receive 100 per cent of this 
sum, while an ordinary widow (or 
widower) receives only 60 per cent. 


OF THE 400,000 “non-privileged” 
pensioners. some 150,000 are in a 
particularly desperate situation, liv- 
ing entirely or mainly on pensions 
from the National Insurance Insti- 
tute. They receive only a few hun- 
dred shekels a month, though many 
get “supplementary” welfare allow- 
ances raising their pensions to “sub- 
sistence™ level]. 

Another 100,000 belong to the 
public-service sector, which consists 
of civil and municipal servants, em- 
ployees of the national institutions. 
etc. They receive “budgetary” pen- 
sions, which means that their former 
places of employment each year set 
aside specific sums to pay them pen- 
sions. Gefen contends that there 
was a 26 per cent erosion in their 
pensions during the years 1983-86 
alone, and that only minor steps 


have been taken to compensate 
them. "Α person losing one quarter 
of his income is in desperate straits, 
especially since his income was nev- 
er high.™ 

Moreover, the authorities every 
few years play what is called the 
“eprade game™ — adding grades at the 
top and removing them from the 
bottom from time to time. while the 


pensioner who retired in a high - 


grade continues to be paid a pension 
based on this grade. 

This game does not include three 
sectors: the teachers, the police and 
the security forces. Here, the pen- 
sions are linked to the former task, 
ποῖ to the grade. 

The final group, of 150,000. be- 
longs to the private sector. Here the 
situation varies. A tiny minority. 
who benefit from “executive pen- 
sions,” have good conditions. But 
they are only getting back the rela- 
tively huge sums deducted fron 
their monthly paychecks during 
their working life. The majority in 
this category are promised an index- 
linked pension based on 70 per cent 
of their pay. “But it only comes to 
42 per cent, and there is a vast dif- 
ference between living on NIS 700 a 
month and NIS 420 a month.” 

The trick here is that the pension 
is based only on the “base pay.” It 
does not inciude various allowances 
and payments for overtime. stand- 
by, global overtime, special effort — 
for “500 various additions that are 
not recognized by the pension au- 
thorities — only by the income-tax 
authorities.“ 

The party also wishes to increase 
the pension for widows and widow- 
ers from the present 60 per cent to 
80 per cent of their late spouse's 
pension, as well as to increase in- 
come-tax exemptions for pensioners 
from 35 to 50 per cent. 


GEFEN SUMS UP: “When we get 
into the Knesset, we will rectify all 
these distortions. We will insist that 
each worker is informed monthly 
how much his pension will be, based 
on the actual situation of real pen- 
sioners. This should shock the youn- 
ger generation into action. 

“For decades we thought we 
would never grow old, we never 
thought about living on a pension. 
Now we are faced with the bitter 
realities.” And as a member of his 
party has noted: “It's not true that 
persons with false teeth can only 
bark. Most of us can also bite, and 
while continuing to bark, from now 
on we are going to concentrate on 
biting.”

Whitehall could have said to Stalk- 
er: “We made a mistake in appoint- 
ing you. The RUC have to use 
rough methods because they face a 
murderous enemy. Let's call off this 
enquiry. sorry you were troubled.” 
Such a straightforward approach 
was impossible because it would 
have implied that the government 
approved of shoot-to-kill policies 
and all the associated lies and cover- 


The government had to pretend 
that the law of the land was being 
enforced in Belfast as it was in Lon- 
don or Manchester. It chose there- 
fore to wreck Stalker's mission. He 
was never told why he bad been 
subjected to this unspeakable tor- 
ment, which crucified both him and 
his family. He was kept totally in the 
dark. He was not, for example, al- 
lowed to read the Sampson report 
about his supposed misdeeds (he 


only got a look-see thanks to a 
friendly journalist on the Observer). 

Stalker's version of these events 
commands attention, because it 
deals with a dilemma which is unfor- 
tunately familiar to Israelis: how to 
handle civil unrest when it involves a 
whole ethnic community. IRA ter- 
rorists are out to murder the British: 
any Briton regardless of age, sex or 
occupation. Is it all right for the 
British to bunt down and kill mem- 
bers of the IRA? 

In war the answer is yes. In peace 
it has to be no; but when the clash is 
violent and intractable, passions are 
hard to restrain. People normally of 
mild disposition become outraged 
and adopt increasingly hard-line po- 
sitions. In the end civil strife imper- 
ils civilized values. Which is why it is 
so essential to terminate all conflicts 
if possible through political 
solutions. 


Using laser to unblock arteries 


CLEARING clogged blood vessels 
by inflating a balloon inside them is 
a recognized technique in developed 
countries around the world. But this 
procedure is likely to be supple- 
mented. and even replaced, by an 
even better one — using laser light 
to clear .fat-clogged arteries and 
veins. 

Laser angioplasty, the burning 
away of fatty deposits with high- 
energy laser light, was first used in 


the U.S. five years ago on leg arter-" 


ies. Now, physicians in Dusseldorf, 
West Germany, have made a giant 

forward, improving the cathe- 
ter and the control of the laser light. 
and clearing up less-accessible arter- 
ies in the pelvis. 

The German catheter is a polyeth- 
ylene tube with an inner diameter of 
1.5 millimetres. It has a thin quartz 
light-conductor and a 10-centi- 
metre-long guide wire with a gold- 
plated tungsten spiral at the tip. This 
tip is so soft that it won't damage 
delicate arterial walls. The energy 
source is a neodymium YAG laser 
which radiates pulsed infrared rays 
that closely resemble visible light. 

The use of the laser is constantly 
monitored. so that the tip remains in 
direct contact with the fatty deposits 
on the inside of the blood vessel. 
Once these have been broken down, 
the refuse is removed with a rinsing 
liquid. 

The doctors at the University of 
Dusseldorf say they can remove 
constrictions of up to 18 cm. in 
length. and that the arteries can be 
further widened later by balloon 
therapy. However. because months 
have since the laser cleanups 
without the need for additional bal- 
loon angioplasty, and with no signs 
of complications,they think this will 
not be necessary, because the laser 
produces very smooth vascular sur- 
taces. 


“YOUR GRANDMOTHER was ap- 


parently right: oatmeal really is 
good for you. 

Americans are going crazy about 
anything with oats, from cereal to 
cookies and muffins. The reason is 
that oats are believed to lower cho- 
lesterol levels. 

Time magazine reported that 
U.S. catumeal sales have increased 
20 per cent in the past year, and the 
manufacturers can’t keep up with 
the demand. Researchers found that

eating a good-sized portion of oat 
bran daily for six to eight weeks can 
lower total cholesterol by some 20 
per cent and low-density lipoprotein 
(the “bad” kind of cholesterol, as 
opposed to high-density, which is 
good) by up to 25 per cent. 

No one is sure why oats are so 
helpful, but it is believed that the 
soluble fibre in them binds up cho- 
lesterol-rich bile acids that help di- 
gestion. thus removing the low-den- 
sity lipoproteins from the blood. 

But you must read the labels to 
make sure that you are not eating 
Oat products to which saturated fats 
have been added. One American 
kind of oats cereal has coconut oi], 
which has high levels of saturated fat 
and calories. 

And eating oats for breakfast is 

no excuse for eating fatty steaks for 
dinner. 
MANY JAPANESE are dying of 
cancer without even knowing it. The 
disease has claimed almost 200,000 
Japanese lives in the past year, but 
doctors are afraid to inform patients 
of their diagnosis. 

Traditionally. Japanese doctors 
have believed that many cancer pa- 
tients will go into depression if told 
they have the disease. Terminally-ill 
patients, many doctors feel, will die 
happier if they don’t know. But with 
better education, people want to 
know more about what ails them. 
and are more willing to question the 
authority of the prestigious medical 
profession, forcing many doctors to 
think about changing their approach 
to cancer patients. 

“I guess about 90 per cent of the 
doctors still don't tell them direct- 
ly.” said Toshio Takahashi, profes- 
sor of surgery at Kyoto Prefectural 
University, recently. 

In an indication of changing atti- 
tudes, Japan’s Medical Association 
decided to investigate the medical. 
moral and legal aspects of medical 
treatment, appointing 10 prominent 
people from various professions to 
talk about it. 

Cancer has been Japan’s number 
one killer disease since 1980, with 


- stomach cancer topping the list. Ac- 


cording to population statistics re- 
leased in recent weeks by the Health 


and Welfare Ministry, cancer 
caused 26.6 per cent of the total 
number of deaths last year in a na- 
tion of nearly 121 million people. 

Jinro Itami, cancer specialist at 
Shibata Hospital in Okayama in 
southern Japan, is one of the physi- 
cians in favour of more directness. 
To him, the real issue is how to 
reduce the fear of death and in- 
crease fighting spirit to defeat the 
disease. Four years ago, he founded 
a programme called Meaningful 
Life Therapy to support cancer pa- 
tients physically and psychological- 
ly. Last summer, seven of his pa- 
tients went to Switzerland and 
attempted a morale-building climb 
of Mount Blanc, with three of them 
reaching the summit. 

The earlier patients know about 
their condition, the better off they 
are, Itami says, adding that withold- 
ing information often gives patients 
unnecessary fear and sorrow and de- 
lays a chance of recovery. But even 
he seldom tells his patients straight 
out that they have cancer. Unless 
patients are ready for the worst, in- 
forming them directly will only 
cause depression, he said. 


A POPULAR waterproof clothing 
material is now being used in the 
U.S. to replace destroyed ligaments 
within the knee, which are the bane 
of professional and amateur ath- 
letes. 

Artificial ligaments made of ex- 
panded polytetrafluoroethylene 
look like braids with an eyelet at 
each end. According to the latest 
American Health magazine, over 
2,000 of these diagaments have been 
implanted in the U.S. so far. No one 
knows how long they wil last, so the 
Food and Drug Administration has 
so far allowed the procedure to be 
used only on patients who have had 
a failed autologous graft (in which a 
spare ligament from their own body 
is removed and implanted in the 
knee). wee 

Even so, the artificial ligaments 
offer many advantages. They are 
three times stronger than natural lig- 
aments, and can bear weight imme- 
Ciately after the operation. In adui- 
tion, patients need to use crutches 
for only 10 days after surgery, and 
can retum to limited activity in three 
or four months, rather than four to 
nine months after autologous liga- 


ment grafts. 


Strength for 
survival 
begins with 
awareness 


OF ALL THE naive or yision- 
ary, mad or desperate, new or 
old lists running for the Knesset. 
the most naive and most vision- 
ary is headed by war hero. mili- 
tary researcher, historian. edu- 
cator, philosopher and democrat 
Ya'acov Hisdai. 

He may be the only person in 
this campaign, indeed in Israeli 
politics, for whom thinking 
about the future is more impor- 
tant than arguing about the past. 
Yet he may also be the only per- 
son running for the Knesset who 
has actually given thought to the 
past for the sake of the lessons it 
can teach rather than the ideolo- 
gies it engenders. 

At first when you read his 
campaign literature, you think 
he's talking about constitutional 
reform. He wants a bicameral 
legislature, a court able to deter- 
mine constitutionality of legisla- 
tion, a president heading a mixed 
government of both technocratic 
and political ministers. He also 
envisions the decentralization of 
authority regarding education, 
health and local rufe. 

At first it is his concern with 
the need for a revolution in the 
Structure of government that is 
most striking. But while other 
parties are interested in constitu- 
tional reform for the sake of pro- 
tecting the citizen from the state, 
bis interest in constitutional re- 
form is about reforming the na- 
tional character. 


THE ZIONIST revolution, he 
says, was a rebellion against ev- 
erything that had become im- 
bedded in the Jewish experience 
that was so successful that “We 
now have a people that once em- 
bodied the ability to adapt to its 
suroundings and here is inept at 
adaptation, confusing adaptation 
with improvisation.” 

The source of Hisdai’s anguish 
may be his kippa. He certainly is 
the only religious man in the 
election campaign who specifi- 
cally and deliberately talks about 
reducing the bureaucratic au- 
thority of the religious 
establishment.

Echoing Prof, Leibowitz’s an- 
ger over Ben-Gurion co-opting 
the religion into the power struc- 
ture, thus giving it a vested inter- 
est in preserving rather than crit- 
icizing the establishment, Hisdai 
emphasizes the Prophets’ vision 
over Joshua's swords, the moral 
authority of religious ideas over 
the legal authority of religious 
coercion. 

Religion, he says, involves a 
sense of personal responsibility, 
the latter being a recurrent 
theme in his rhetoric. He decries 
the lack of responsiblity of politi- 
cians who regard their work as 
personal careers, and their elec- 
tion to the Knesset as a matter of 
pensions and free phone calls for 
life. 


“For me,” he says, ‘a seat in 
the Knesset would be a platform 
to speak not to the other politi- 
cians, but to the public.” For 
Hisdai, the political purpose is 
education. 

The 50-year-old Hisdai was 
wounded twice as a young para- 
troop officer during the Six Day 
War, went on to train officers at 
the national war college, and af- 
ter being forced out of the army 
for criticizing the post-Six Day 
War mentality that permeated 
the army - and led to the Yom 
Kippur War - was taken on after 
that war to conduct the military 
investigation for the Agranat 
Commission. 

Since then he has studied his- 
tory, practised law and published 
dozens of essays on cuirent 
events. . 


ADMITTEDLY, his message is 
not simple. Promising neither 
full withdrawal or annexation, he 
sees life as more complicated 
than borh those answers. 
Strength for survival, he says, 
begins with self-awareness, just 
as freedom begins with self- 
knowledge. ᾿ 

A few days ago, a group of his 
followers — some of whom have 
been with him for some time — 
met in Jaffa to talk about the 
campaign. While they were col- 
lecting the 1.500 signatures they 
needed to present to the Knesset 
Election Commission. they 
asked for NIS10 from every sig- 
natory -- not very much, certainly 
not proof of depth of commit- 
ment. 

But Hisdai is in for the long 
haul. When you are afraid that 
the future bodes ἢ} because no- 
body is thinking about it, and 
you decide that rather than run 
away you'll stay to warn people, 
you're called either a prophet or 
a madman, and it’s a cause for ἃ 
lifetime. 

For Hisdai and his followers, 
some educators, some profes- 
sional people, some religious and 
some not, this Knesset campaign 
haé already been a learning expe- 
rience. If he gets to the Knesset 
in this campaign, or the next, it 
will be a learning experience for 
the public.

Histadrut agrees: 


Reduced C-o-L if 
pact reached soon

The Histadrut is prepared to ac- 
cept a reduced cost-of-living incre- 
ment payment for the period April- 

per On φοπαῖηοα that a new 
accord with the private employers is 
reached in the next few days. 

Ata meeting Friday of the labour 
federation’s department heads, His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar said that if a new accord is 
reached this week, then the next C- 
o-L increment, due to be paid next 
month, will be paid according to the 
rate of compensation laid down in 
the new agreement. 

The private employers, at the end 
of last week, issued a statement say- 
ing they were not prepared to pay a 


C-o-L payment under the terms of 
the old accord, which expired in 
March. This agreement awards sala- 
tied employees ἃ 70 per cent com- 
pensation for every cumulative 7 per 
cent rise in inflation. 

Dov Lautman, president of the 
Manufacturer's Association, has ar- 
gued that as long as there is no new 
accord, the employers are not obli- 
gated to pay any C-o-L increments. 
The employers also want a reduc- 
tion in the rate of compensation. 

The negotiations over the new ac- 
cord will resume today. Histadrut 
Officials last night said they hoped 
an agreement would be reached 
shortly, so as to avoid the possibility 
of taking industrial action on the eve 
of the elections.

Investment banks approached 
over the sale of Oil Refineries 


The Government Corporation 
Authority has sent out letters to a 
group of international investment 
banks who specialize in mergers and 
acquisitions, asking them to submit 
proposals to oversee the sale of the 
state-owned Oi! Refineries. 

The Spr pene committee 
in charge of government companies 
last month approved plans to sell the 
government's 74% stake in the com- 
pany, which is valued at $300 mil- 
lion. The remaining shares are held 
by the Israel Corporation. 


In principle, any bank interested 
in submitting a proposal, even if it 
has not been formally approached, 
is free to do so, Ze’ev Refuah, head 


of the authority, noted. The dead- 
line for all proposals is October 23. 

Last month, the authority sent let- 
ters to leading international banks in 
the U.S. and Europe, asking them 
to submit proposals to intermediate 
in the sale of Israel Chemical, the 
largest state-owned industrial con- 
cern. Those who received letters in- 
cluded First Boston, which already 
serves as the Treasury's consultant 
on privatization; Sherson-Leaman; 
Morgan Stanley; Salomon Brothers; 
Goldman-Sachs; Kidder Peabody; 
and Merrill Lynch. 

Refuah said that around 10 pro- 
posals have been received, which 
are now being examined by a special 
committee. A final decision, he 
said, will be taken within the next 
two to three weeks. 


U.S. tyre factories interested in Alliance

As soon as the Alliance tyre com- 
pany becomes a “going concern," 
negotiations over its sale will be ini- 
tiated with foreign investors, Yinon 
Ezroni, the company’s managing di- 
rector, said at the end of last week. 


A number of American tyre fac- 
tories -- mostly medium-sized con- 
cerns -- have expressed serious inter- 


est in purchasing Alliance, he said.

Alliance is still waiting for a trans- 
fer of $4 million from its parent 
company, Koor, which should be 
made within the next 90 days. It has 
already received $6m., a sum which 
enabled the receiver to resume op- 
erations at the plant.

Drop in U.S. 
unemployment 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — A drop 
in the unemployment rate to 5.4% 
suggests that the U.S. economy is 
growing at a moderate pace -- wel- 
come news for Republican George 
Bush a month before the presiden- 
tial election. 

Friday's report from the Labour 
Department that unemployment 
dropped last month from a rate of 
5.6% in August sparked rallies in 
the stock and bond markets. 

The economy created 255,000 
new jobs, an increase from 169,000 
in August. While the gains were 
strong, they probably will not cause 
the Federal Reserve board to clamp 
down on credit, analysts said. 


They said excessive growth would 
threaten inflation and force the cen- 
tral bank to raise interest rates 
sharply. 

“It shows the economy slowed 
from a pell mell rate to only a solid 
rate. Inflation is likely to worsen 
more slowly now,” Charles Lieber- 
man of Manufacturers Hanover 
Bank said. 

President Reagan, speaking in 
Michigan, made the point that the 
economy was in good shape heading 
into the election on November 8. 

He compared the economy to a 
grand prix racer and said “the way 
to keep it on track is to give George 
Bush and Dan Quayle the checker- 
ed flag.” 


Ya'acobi unveils 5-year plan and predicts: 
‘National bankruptcy’ if 
present trends continue

Following on from the post-Six 
Day War baby-boom, 300,000 Israe- 
lis will reach the age of 21 during the 
next five years, Economics Minister 
Gad Ya‘acobi predicted at the end 
of last week. Ya’acobi was present- 
ing a blueprint for the period 1988- 
92, prepared by his ministry’s Eco- 
nomic Planning Authority (EPA). 

“This population increase offers 
the greatest challenge we have faced 
on the domestic front to-date,” he 
said. To meet the demand of new- 
comers to the labour force; 150,000 
new job vacancies will be needed, 
over and above what becomes avail- 
able as present workers retire. 

The EPA plan sets economic tar- 
gets which can be reached — or not, 
depending on government policy, 
the minister cautioned. “If present 
trends continue unchecked, our im- 
port surplus will double by 1992 
from $3.4 billion to between $6b. 
and 370. - spelling national 
bankruptcy.” 

Under the five-year plan, output 
is booked to increase on the average 
-by an annual 4.5%. Imports will rise 
4.2% a year to $22.6b. in 1992, ex- 
ports 6.5% to $20.3b. 

If that is achieved, the import sur- 
plus will narrow — instead of widen- 
ing -- from $3.4b. to $2.3b.; of which 
over half will be debt service. 

Ya'acobi slammed the failure of 
the economy in the last three years. 
Net domestic savings dropped to 
zero in 1987. ‘There has been talk 
of a rise in investment during 1986- 
87, but it boils down to a rise in the 
import of private cars,” he stated 
bluntly. 

He blamed the government's fail- 
use to devalue, caused by fear of 
inflation. Price stability is a means 
to an end, not an end in itself, he 
pointed out. The balance of trade 
would show a greater improvement 
if Israel's exports were made cheap- 
er in foreign markets and its imports 
more expensive for the local 
consumer. 

Professor Shlomo Meital, head of 
the EPA, observed that the recov- 
ery plan launched by the National 
Unity Government in 1984 succeed- 
ed beyond expectations, but only in 
its first phase devoted to stabiliza- 
tion. The second phase which was 
supposed to bring growth “‘has not 
occurred,” he declared. 

The key shortcoming is the mas- 
sive increase of consumption, at the 
expense of savings. During the 


Fiftes and Sixties one-third of the 
gross domestic product was saved. 
In 1987 the figure fell to 19%, which 
covered not much more than the 
depreciation of existing capital 
stock. “The present economic siow- 
down thus began before the inti- 
fada,” Meital stressed. . 

Two branches due for expansion 
over the coming years are industry 
{to supply exports) and housing (to 
supply homes for an expected 
120,000 new households). The so- 
cial services should be frozen at pre- 
sent levels; which means keeping up 
with population growth. that is, in- 
creasing by only 1.7% a year. If 
output rises by the scheduled 4.5%, 
the cost of the social services will 
shrink as a proportion of total 
resources. 

The EPA's plan was presented to 
the Public Council on Economic 
Planning at a meeting in the Avia 
hotel near Lod. In the discussion 
Daniel Rosolio, Hevrat Ha‘ovdim's 
Secretary-General, pointed out that 
constructive investments did take 
place in 1987 but were financed out 
of deficits. 

Dov Lautman, head of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, welcomed 
the plan but asked how it was to be 
applied. Arye Shabar, formerly 
head of Dead Sea Works, wanted to 
know how the public could be per- 
suaded to consume less and save 
more. 

Meital made the point in answer 
“that, if greater profitability were al- 
lowed for industrial and other un- 
dertakings (e.g., by a more flexible 
exchange-rate policy) in-plant sav- 
ings could be augmented, allowing 
self-financed sion. 

As to the plan's feasibility Ya‘a~ 
cobi made it clear that the EPA has 

‘been working on this prognosis for 


18 months and it is not an election - 


ploy. The 166-page document is to 
be pigeon-holed for the present and 
will be considered only after a new 
cabinet comes into office after the 
elections. 

In any case it can only be applied 
if all elements in the economy set 
their minds to it. That will necessi- 
tate a revival of the tripartite ‘social 
contract” between employers, la- 
bour and government. The minister 
ended with a challenge. Unless all 
sides agree to abide by the new five- 
year work-plan in their budget poli- 
cies, wage policies and investment 
policies, it will remain - he conceded 
- ing more than a scrap of 
Paper.

The sus- 
pect, who attends a boarding school 
in the area, admitted to abusing the 
girl and to having committed 30 oth- 
er rapes. He is to appear before a 
judge today.
